DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 6-12, 15-16, 19-20, 22, 27, and 33-37 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as stated in the 
interview summary, the claims are allowable as currently drawn. 

3. The claims are drawn to the compression of tag and attribute names into numeric tokens. 
Of the prior art for such tokenization, it is novel and non-obvious to comprise binary format and 
to configure them for incremental output and parsing, such that there is no global token table. 
Nor is there a motivation to change the known art to do so. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
